Dr. Reed "Fàlks 
To Pre Meds 
On Psychiatry 

Human Maladjustment 
To Be Subject of 
Illustrated Address 

Dr. Reed, Assistant Professor of 
Psychiatry of McGIll and Vice 
Superintendent of the Verdun Pro- 
lestant Home, will address the Pre- 
Med Society on "The Relationship 
of the Basic Sciences to Human 
■Maladjustment" this afternoon at 
five fifteen In Lecture room B of 
the Medical Building. 

Educated at the University of 
Alberta, and the Medical School of 
the University of Toronto, Dr. 
Reed interned at the Rivcrdale 
Isolation Hospital at Toronto and 
the Hamilton General Hospital. 

Intending to speçlalize In psychi- 
atry, Dr. Reed. nevertheless spent a 
few years in general prEctice. 
When asked why he had done this, 
Dr. Reed replied, "I believe that 
before a doctor specializes in a par 
ticuiar branch of medicine he 
should spend a good amount of his 
time in deiling directly with the 
public in order to intimately 
acquaint himself with their prob- 
lems and so be belter prepared to 
deal with these difficulties when 
they occur in his field of special! 
zation." 

His general practice included the 
post of medical superintendent to 
several large pulp snd paper camps 
in Northern Ontario. This period of 
practice/ \v»s terminated with hli 
affiliation with the Ontario Board 
of Health to conduct a Tuberculosis 
survey. 

In 1032 Dr. Reed went to Eng 
and and spent two years studying 
psychiatry In British hcspitals. Re- 
turnlng^to Canada he look up his 
positlon'al the Verdun Protestant 
Hospital. He was not unacquaint- 
ed with this field having inter- 
spersed his general practice with 
short periods at this hospital. 

Dr. Reed slated that it was his 
intention to bring the many prob- 
lems encountered In his work to 
the attenticnTof^the students in. a 
clear easily Understood manner. His 
talk will be iUustratêd with pic- 
tures.

U.S. Deans Score 
Peacetime Draft 

Roosevelt Asked by 
University Presidents 
To Postpone Issue 

President. Roosevelt . has been 
asjced by twelve American univer- 
sity presidents lo postpone, the 
question of post-war military train- 
ing at least until the war in Europe 
is over. 

They quoted President Rooseyelt's 
letter of Jan. 24 in wh i ch thll told 
Congress that he was eonWiiced of 
the necessity for universal training 
after the war. Conunentlng on this, 
the university men said. ' 

"A continuing program of public 
education as to the requirements of 
national defence is certainly m 
order; but we challenge the neccs* 
sity of urging the American people 
to act under the tensions of war 
psychology in order to bring them 
to a decision which, it is said, they 
would not reach under more normal 
conditions." 

Terming It a "highly controversial 
question, the educationalists 
warned: 

"We suggest that experience with 
the prohibition amendment indi- 
cates the unwisdom of attempting 
to determine long-run revolution- 
ary policies in wartime."

An old friend was lost to The 
Daily yesterday morning at 
2.30 a.m. in the form of Mrl 
Fred Pike, foreman of The 
Gazette's Composing Room. 

Although he Is -unknown to 
most of our readers, he Is often 
mentioned "below sUirs" In the 
McGill Union as The Dally 
passes its midnight deadline 
and the- telephone rings shrilly, 
and (tie night editor tries hii 
best to answer (he question, 
• Why isn't copy down?" 




Mr. Pike has been foreman 
of The Gaze((e composing room 
for the pas( 24 years. It is here 
that, the newspaper pages are 
set up. Slugs of type rattle off 
the linotype machines, head- 
lines are arranged by hand, 
then cast in inblten lead, and 
the page, in ithe form of these 
strips and blocks of metal li 
made ready for the final pro- 
cess of printing. 

"Pike was the most popular 
foreman ' I've ever • worked 
under," declared one employee 
of The Gazette. That he was a 
good boss, a fine man, and 
would be miised by all who 
worked under him seemed to

be the general opinion among 
the men .whose, work he super- 
vised; • 

Over the roar of the mach- 
ines, Mr. Pike explained to (his 
reporier that he learned , (he 
printing trade from (he bottom ' 
up. Beginning as an apprentice 
44' years ago at the old Gazette 
office at Ihe corner of St. 
. Francls-Xavier Street, he 
worked his way up to the re-- 
sponsible position he held at 
the time of his retirement. ' 

"It was all hard work,"' he 
stated, when asked. if he knèw 
any amusing anecdotes about 
the composing room. Aiter his 
initial experience with The 
Gazette, he left that paiper In 
1903 (0 . work in the Canada 
Paint Company printing office. 
In 19M he was l>ack with The 
Gazette, but left the next, year 
for a Job with the National 
Printing Company in Chicago'. 
In Januaily. 1809. he returned 
' to Thé Gazette composing room, 
where he has been foreman for 
the last 24 years. 

Early, in his career, on a 
Gazette picnic, he met Mrs. 
Pike, who at that time also 
worked for The Gazette. Sev-' 
oral weeks later they were mar- 
ried "on a weekly salary of 
Mr. Pike said. " ' 
■ Tlie Pikes have' eight chil- 
dren, seven of them are mar- 
ried and the youngest will "be 
shortly. There are 17 grand- 
children; including a pair of 
seven-year-old ■ twins, a boy 
and a girl.

The committee on Housing of 
the University xConfercnce met 
yesterday afternoon under the 
chainna;)ship of H. Peter Obcr- 
landcr, Arch. V, .to formulate a 
program of discussion for the 
coming scries of meetings. The 
meeting was held in the office 
of Dr. Carl Àddington Dawson, 
Professor of Sociology and fa- 
culty advisor of the comroiltce. 
First MecUog 

This was the^first open meeting 
of the committee, and the chairman 
began by giving Dr. Dawson an ac- 
count of (he previous progress of 
the committee executive in draw- 
ing up an. agenda for the work of 
the group. Dr. Dawson was both 
pleased and enthusiastic, said Ober- 
lander, and agreed with the com- 
mittee that the best course of ac- 
tion would be to coneenlrate on a 
few essential topics and to assign 
them to specially qualified students 
for analysis. ' ' 

It was decided to approach repre- 
sentative . students in Medicine, 
Economics, Sociology.- and Law,, 
and to request each of them to 'pre- 
pare a special memorandum on his 
or her particular approach to the 
problem of post-war housing. With 
the correlation of these, an -under- 
standing of (he bread(h and dépth 
of the situation may,' it> is hoped, 
more' readily/, be achieved. 
To. .Compile Bibliography 

As the work of the committee 
proceeds, a .: complete, record will 
be kept of all reference texts iised 
in . research :, and investigation; rtlie 
flnkl~repprt."pf the committee 'will 
thus - contain a complete biblio- 
graphy on present-day and post- 
war housing. 

';TTie prime value of this Confer-

University Conference 

Pcrhups the most welcome news-story of The 
Daily's six years of wartime publication » to- 
daya's announcement of the forthcoming Uni- 
versity Conference on "Canada and the Post- 
War World." The expression of student opinion 
on the reconstruction and future organization of 
Canada — a problem which, more than any other, 
is peculiarly theirs— has already been so long 
delayed that gentle hints of surprise ai^ dig- 
appointment have of Inte begun to sift the 
grains of campu.s dL^cussion.. The most rabid 
prolngonist of the Conference would hardly 
dcEcribc it as more than an ambitious cNpcr- 
iment — ^yet it is an experiment well worth try- 
ing Jn every possible respect, and one which 
need have but a 'fraction of . the success expect- 
ed of it, in order to be a very significant evcirtt 
on the Canadian scene. ;~ ' 

The idea of the Conference— an idea which, 

according to Principal James, has been brought 

forward annually for the last four years with- 
out any, practical results -— originated in the 

agitation of several campus clubs for a Univer- 
sity Conference on the revival of the National 
Federation of Canadian University Students, 

with a general discussion on student problems 

in post-war reconstruçlion suggested as an item 

of the agenda. This was brought to the attention 

of the Student Executive Council by a letter 

from one of tlie clubs concerned, and after a 

good deal of favorable discussion a committee 

was £ct up to investigate the possibility of hold- 
ing a University Conference on what was listed 

as "post-war reconstruction, N.F.C.U.S., etc." 

- After due investigation and consultation 

with the Principal and with campus leaders, the 

committee reported to the Council and received 

authority for the sending out of organizational 

letters to all cliibs and societies, outlining the 

suggested scope' and program and requesting 

constructive comment. An unexpectedly wide- 
spread and approving response consolidated the 

determination of the Council and of its com- 
mittee to press the realization of as yet hypo- 

tlictical plans, and a tentative system of orgsh' 

iration was set up. 

As the Conference progressed towards estab 

lishment, and as suggestions and offers of par' 

ticipation continued to be received, the original 

concept formulated by the central cômmittéè 

had to be expanded and rearranged in terms of 

campus interest. With the news of the 

N.K.C.U.S. conference at London in December, 

that topic was dropped from the agenda. The 

now published final organisation consists of 

nine individual committees combined into three 

main groups as follows: Formal Education, Re- 
habilitation of Veterans, and Scientific Progress, 

grouped under EducaUon; Socialized Medicine 

and Social Insurance, Employment and In- 
dustrial Kelations, and Housing, grouped under 

Social Security; and International Security ,In' 

ternational Trade and Finance, and U.N.R.R.A 

and the Reconstruction of Europe, grouped 

under International Co-operation. The work of 

these committees is jiist now getting undér way. 
Each committée has a chairman, and a small 

e:{ecutivc or nucleuji, who are directly respons 

ibie to the central conimittee; each committee 

h^l two façulty advisors, and is at liberty to 

&«tk guest (peakers or consultants wherever 

they may be approachable; most important of 

all, each committee is merely an executive body, 

bound to hold regular open meetings at which 

any student may contribute to the discussion or 

offer his services in any appropriate, way, 

Campus clubs may send an official represent- 
ative to any committee, who will have the dual 

function of speaking for the club as a whole ajid 

of reporting back to his or her constituents on 

the progress and results of .discussion, and may 

participate directly on the executive of Iho com-

Materialist Analysis of Materialism 

Seeing that the materialists maintain all view 
points to be . non-finalisUc and determined by 
response to material circumstance, Itseem's only fair 
to subject materialism itself to a little of this type 
of anlysls. " This, despite the certainty ' of being 
branded even more of a heretic by the school which 
I.myteK claim to follow. 

To begin with, it may be useful for the sake of 
continuity to return to the subjects of realism and 
naturalism discutsed several months ago. In that 
discuttlon wc did not exhaust the problem of the 
causes ot the infusion of an objccUve clement into 
thought,, which forced even bourgeois romanticism 
to compromise with it, until today it is a dominant 
factor. There are two or threej^fuiulamental economic 
causés for this transition, that iîâve''bcen pointed out 
by a number of critics .The first is that bourgeois 
capitalism with its system of Individualist compeU 
tion, is at the mercy of its mode of producUon: and 
being at the mercy of this its own child, the Frank' 
enstein of aelf'-revoiutloniiins industrialism, before 
long thé bourgeoisie found itself forced, by, an end- 
less series of wars, revolutions, and economic catas 
trophes, to come down from soaring in Romantic 
clouds and see what was doing on earth. Naturally, 
the picture was a black one.That .ia why bourgeois 
naturalism Is.^so invariably ptssimiitic, as contracted 
with the opllintst realism ot the fabliau, for Instance, 
The second cause is that laissez faire individualism 
ultimately ended up in a system of monopolies and 
cartels, depriving the petty bourgeoisie of that seme 
economic freedom for which they had so passion 
ately fought, and forcing them into an acute and 
revolutionary awareness of the weakness of the 
economic system even as far as they themselves were 
concerned. (1) Though the "haute" bourgeoisie might 
remain untouched by depression, inflation, and so 
on, the lower middle class was hard hit by it. 

This further explains the nature of class.conscious 
naturalism, which is still bourgeois and romanUc 
fundamentally (as I have pointed out elsewhere) 
but now shows the "observe side of the same coin". 
That Is, when all is going well, we have the con 
tinual Romantic emphasis on beat^ty; when their 
own economic system has landed them in a mess, we 
have the equally Romantic emphasis on the ugly 
and the disgusting. These two attitudes are inter 
mingled throughout — lite is either all ethereal 
beauty, or aU muck. 

The third factor in the introduction of an ob 
jcctlve element into thought^but this time into the 
philosophical rather than creative aspect— was the 
development of modern industrialism itselL Veblen 
has remarked that under the handicraft system, as 
well as handicraft agriculture, (as can be Men In 
rural districts even to-day) the individual, and. (Var- 
iable worker, the prime mover of production." faces 
the natural forces as "fortuitous and inscrutable 
agencies." The modern industrial system, on the 
other hand, breeds a highly objective state of mind 
firviv.w-rv^t-vContinuad.oa^ 



When 'lié defied death, and stayed 
in Malaga, after the entry of the 
Nationalists, Arthur Koestler was 
repeating a pattern followed by th& 
heroes of all his novels. In "Arrival 
and Departure", Peter Slavek, a 
tortured, escaped Balkan student, 
returns to his country to continue 
fighting. In "The Gladiators". Spar- 
tacuB refuses to escape, and dies as 
leader of the Roman slave rebellion 
of 55 B.C. In each case the man is 
caught in the web of historical up- 
heaval, and in each case the man 
feels it is his duty to stay, fight and 
die for his ideals. 

Koesler's work has bjsen called 
grim, harsh, unnecessarily cruel; 
his life has been referred to as a 
tragedy. Both statements arc 
wrong. The "grlmness" is courage, 
the "harshness" reality, and "cruel- 
ty" is merely lack of illusions. His 
life is the triumph ot a man who 
was not afraid of reality, who liv 
ed as he pleased, and wrote what 
he believed. At 40 years of age, 
Koestler looks 30, and happy. 
Arthur Koestler tells of lite as

After forty-tour years ot service, Mr. Pike has

Apart from the 
countless -Dailies he brought out that never de- 
served or expected to. greet the early morning 
light, one recent example suffices for illustra- 
tion. Not many weeks ago, a vicious, sleety bliz- 
zard ripped Into southern Ontario and drove 
every Toronto paper ott the streets; The Gazette, 
which usually reaches the presses a few minutes 
after 9:30 p.m., was asked to speed things up so 
as to be out of the composing-room by 8:00, tn 
order lb catch the Toronto train. Mr. Pike had 
the paper on the streets by 8;85.... 

The job he leaves Is one of the most strenuous 
in any Industry— a repetitious, unrelenting race 
against time, getting a newspaper to the mail- 
trains, and the street-veijdors, no matter how 
late' the editorial staff might be, or how short 
his dwindling composing-room manpower. Yet he 
loved it, and he would have kept at it for a de' 
cade or more— had they let him. . . 

On Tuesday night, when he left, every single 
miQ in the composing-room came by to shake 
his hand; a host of heterogeneous well-wishers 
were there in spirit to cheer him as he passed. 
The Dally, ot necessity carrying on without him 
like so many of his fond associations will vouch 
for it Uiat all his yesterdays, as Uiey still drop 
down from his many tomorrows, havt lighted 
lesser though prouder men the way 1o honesty 
and faith.

he saw and knew it. He was bom 
in Hungary, studied In Vienna, 
worked as a foreign correspondent 
for Austrian, German and English 
papers. 

As a special correspondent for the 
News Chronicle in the Spanish 
Civil War, he was captured, impris- 
oned and sentenced to death with- 
out trial. Only through the Inter- 
vention of the British Government 
was he released, after three months 
of "horror" he describes in "Dia- 
logue with Death." 

In Paris, in 1039, he Was arrested, 
and sent to Lc Vernct, the worst 
concentration camp in France, 
where 2,000 men, who asked noth- 
ing belter than to light the Germans, 
were being tormented into disinteg- 
ration and suicide. He escaped to 
Lisbon, was seriously ill. got 
through td England, where he 
joined the Air Force. Later he was 
discharged, and he is now working 
for the BBC. 

Before the holocaust, Koestler 
had tramped in the Near East for 
two years. Egypt. Palestine. Syria, 
Continued .on Page Four.

UTTLE 8YAIPHONY 

On Tuesday night Montrealers 
were treated to the Eighteenth- 
Century music of Bach and Mczart 
at the fifth appearanpe this season 
ot the Uttfe Symphony. Bernard 
Naylor again conducted the orches- 
tra, and Mrs. Frances Duncan Bar- 
wick was guest harpsichord soloist. 

The program' opened with Moz- 
art's Divertimento In D, which was 
written for a string orchestra and 
two horns. Mosart wrote for small 
orchestras, and the Little Sym- 
phony was admirably suited to in- 
terpret the delicate and dancing 
minuets of the Divertimento. 

It is a pity that the other Mozart 
composition, "A musical Joke", fea- 
tured on the programme was not 
heard after Bach's Brandenburg 
Concerto. Mozart wi-ote the "Musi- 
cal Joke" as a parody on the musi- 
cal conventions of his time. Bach is 
strictly conventional, and the point 
of the Joke could easily have been 
appreciated after hearing Bach. 
Bernard Naylor in his introductory 
remarks said that it Is comparaUvc- 
ly easy to write bad music well, 
but that it is difficult to write good 
music badly. It pan be also said that 
it is very difficult tor a good con 
ductor to sympathize with bad 
music. Bernard Naylor's conducting 
was in keeping with the spirit of 
the Jokè. but yet he could-hol com' 
pletely hide Mozart's genius. 

The Càncértoi. in D minor for 
Clavier and Orchestra by Bach in- 
troduced a delightful Eighteenth- 
Century atmosphere. Mrs. Berwick 
as guest soloist used instead of 
clavier, a twO'rmanual Plcycl harp- 
sichord. Mrs. Berwick's technique 
was perfect, and she understood 
both her instrument and Bach's 
moods. The harpsichord was low 
toned and may not have been 
dearly heard from the back of the 
hall, but It is doubtful whether 
Bach wrote for a higher toned in 
strument . 

The Brahdenberg Concerto No. I 
in D was perhaps rnore familiar to 
the audience. Again Mrs. Barwick 
displayed a tingerwork and a con- 
scientiousness which can only be 
produced by a perfect understand- 
ing ot what was required. Herye 
BitlUrgeon on the flute and Maur- 
ice Onderet on the violin must bo 
congratulated tor performing 
difficult job— that of keeping Uielr 
tones down so as not to drown the 
harpsichord — with the necessary 
restraint and yet without losing any 
ot the desired effects. The Integra 
tlon of the solo instruments with 
the orchestra was carefully watched 
throughout, and a delightful unison 
was achieved.

REVUE BLEU ET OR 
The sparkling student review put 
on by the University of Montreal 
ended a three-nlght run at His 
Majesty's Theatre yesterday, leav- 
ing this McGill observer wondering 
at the terrific amount of enthu- 
siasm, talent, and participation 
which the French-Canadian student 
body put into their 10th "Hevue 
Bleu et Or". 

After several years of wartime 
lapse, the "Revue Bleu et Or" 
(Blue-and-Gold Review) was re- 
vived this year by a large cast in- 
tent mostly on parodying the 
Canadian poUUcal scene with the 
least possible sublety. A students' 
version of univerrity life in 1945 
opened the program, and a super- 
man version of the same closed it. 
Thrown in for good measure were 
two colorful if not technically-per- 
fect ballets, and a pharmacological- 
ly-turned opera: Frosst, Opus 222," 
starring Frosst, Margarine, and 
Meplstonpheles. 

Most beautifully done were the 
character-sketches ot well-known 
and easlly-recognlzed political per- 
sonages listed as follows: Hamelien 
Coude; L'honorable SImplessIs; 
L'honorable Ahl du-lard Grosbout; 
and les pas honorable Dedo L'or- 
Andoullle; each ot these was im- 
personated in most unsubtle and 
telling fashion. 

No less appreciated b/ the aud- 
ience ot U. ot M. students were the 
skits satirising Major-General La- 
Heche's recruiting campaign; T. D. 
Bouchard, sho\vn being Initiated In- 
to the Order ot Jacques Cartier; and 
Jean-Charles Harvey, editor of Le 
Jour (in a short drama entitled: "Le 
Jour-La Nuit", or "Lc Jour— at 
night"). These moved with most dn- 
Gallle heavy tread over the ground 
of French-English relations in 
Canada, and proved to this observer 
an intruder perhaps in a French- 
Canadian audience — that the sub- 
ject Is one which requires far more 
personal sympathy from English- 
Canadians and, on the other hand, 
far less touchiness ^from French- 
Canadians. 

Most amazing about the whole 
review were the consistently good 
acting and the fine stage-presence 
of all concerned, of which there 
were many. The good voices heard 
in "FrosU", and the swift pace of 
the skits based on student life and 
on east-end France-Film roelo 
dramas, combined to put a verve 
and dssh into the whole "Revue' 
which almjost oonipletely cancelled 
out any amateurishness, natural as 
this might have been in view of 
the fact that all the three^hour 
scripts were written by U. of M. 
s'.udcnts.— H.R.H, , '

in the communal worker, whose lalji ^ tS ^ mes 
«tâhdai^izéd, .'and who is in constant comaef^wlth 
qutnUlative causal sequence and mechanical fact. 
' ; Thu^ ipdustri»), capitalism contained at the same 
"time the element^ of sclentUic materialisih, as weU 
as the seeds of its own material destruction; these 
In the formation of city workers' groups, in raisinc 
stanjdards ot living, and in undermining blind feudal 
relaUoitsbips by developing a rational objective 
psy(;hology. ' ' 

It' is above all this last point— the close relation- 
■hip between materialist theory and industrialism, 
ithe modern mode, of production, which if used to- 
wards the so'claiideal could free manlcind from many 
of the adverse necessities of its natural environment, 
that' supplies most ground for confidence in this 
theory.- (We are, of course, not interested in its 
■'"absolute" correctness, since this is intended to be a 
•linaterlalist analysis.) It will, be noted also that unlike 
the two first-mentioned causes of the supersession of 
romanticism by a itiore. objective , state ot mind, the 
third 'ieconôr/iie cause 'is associated, not with the 
bourgeoisie, but with the proletariat: not with bour- 
geois naturalism, (2) but' with proletarian nationalism 
and its influence, becoming 'diffused through all 
strata of society. The latter approach stems directly 



from a sound technological 'principle— it is not im> 
posed on mankind as an obscuranUst fleUon. It li 
•realistic, and, though its theory must 'still be handled 
by bourgeois intellectuals, it is ihdissolubly associat- 
ed with the advance of the working classes. It is this 
double link with economic progress which gives me 
the greatest' confidence in its survival and. develop- 
ment. 1. Obvious proof of this are the {Mftty bourgeois 
revolutions of 1830; 1848, 1870. 2. I use thik term 'not 
as a reference to the Dewcyan school of ptiilosophcrs, 
but to the philosophy of Zola or Ibsen as expressed 
in their u^orKs . . V 

However, 'we cannot . expect that just because 
iechnology, 'industrialism and their conconilUnt 
theoretical repercussions have developed lo 'rapidly 
aiid to such a pitch of efficiency within the last 
céntury, that" the lârger framework within which 
theyj operate— capitalist society— will dissolve of its 
own accord. What is more, as long as the baùnçc of 
poWer. lies' with ^ecadent 'capitalisin, so long .will 
movements which occur within its structure and, pe- 
riod bear its conditionbg stamp. There is not much 
intrinsically— or even relatively— positive about in- 
dustrialism so' long as It . Is run by, decadent capital- 
Inn. And similarly, theoretical, materialism, aq off- 
siioot of industrialism', is bound to .bear many de- 
cadent features. It .is 'this imperfectipn in the ^would- 
be ° integral materialist concept which we 'will at- 
tempt to analyse in our next article. *

Through exchange arrange- 
menU with the Montreal Special 
Libraries' AssociaUon. ot which the 
librarian is a member, the facilities 
of about seventy ot these libraries 
are offered to the Engineering Lib' 
rary'a patrons. \ 

About fifty engineering : i>erlodV 
cals are regularly received, as well 
as many house organs and pubUca 
tlons of various large industrial 
concerns. Some mjiifzlnes' e^ gen 
oral . interest, such.ai "Timt". ."At- 
lantic 'MonUiI/-'''>re 'do^lVel? iP} 
leisure reading by members of tiis 
Staff.

For those who have his particu- 
lar brand of courage, his burning 
faith in God and Man, Koestlcr's 
work and life as an ..inspiration; his 
achievement a goal.

The travels .through 'Bussia 'pro- 
bably- provided the m'atérial ' tor' 
"Darkness at Noon"î- a remarkably 
unbiased account of -the Moscow 
purges. Rubashov, an' early Com- 
munist, a follower of Lenin, is tried 
and executed by the Stàlin regime, 
because the Communist 'cloctrlne is 
changing. Rubashov, dying reaUzes 
that^he and his doctrine have been 
Wrong, and man cannot live with 
out pity. 

Two main themes -run through 
Arthur Koestler's. work; , Courage 
and Faith. They are united in his 
wriUngs, as in Don Quixote, Spar 
tacus, the gladiator, has courage to 
face the Boman gen'erals, because' 
he has faiUi in Uie eternity ot his 
cause, the tilUmate freedom of all 
men. Peter Slavek. the student, re- 
gains his faith in God/ after, a great 
many trials, and has (he courage to 
face life again, in occupied Europe, 
where to live means to fight. ' 

The books have had little suc- 
cess with the general -public, prob- 
ably because they are too true to 
life. They are not horror stories, 
like "Out of the Night," nor sped- 
fic accounts, such as "Story ot a
